Years ago when the town in which you live 
was not alow n , but green meadows and corn­ 
fields covered the very spot where the stores 
stand thickest, there stood an old-fashioned 
farmhouse near where the main street of t.ie 
village now runs. 
It had high, peaked gables, and a Inoad 
veranda or stoop, as it was then culled, and a 
well near the kitchen door with square tu ro 
and a well-sweep almost as tail as the flag­ 
staff at the corner. 
Altogether it wus u. very pleusunt olu house, 
and hospitable as such houses should be. 
There was scarcely a day from April to Octob­ 
er that its wide kitchen door, the upper half 
of it at least, did not staud hospitably open;

“ Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentlemen, we 
have met this morning to express our indig­ 
nation at tiie approach of Thanksgiving, a 
day dreaded by ail turkey kind. 
Our respect­ 
ed chairman says if we can prove that a busk­ 
ing look place it bodas us no good. 
We do 
not need to prove that o husking took place 
in this barn last evening, that is already prov­ 
e í. 
Look at Hie pile of corn yonder beside 
the fanning mill, and at the stack of stalks 
against the hay-mow. 
Do they preve noth­ 
ing? 
They were not there yesterday. 
I hope 
my lion, friend is uot trying to close his eyes to 
facts, or to delude himself Into thinking that, 
a husking lias vet to be proved. 
But that is 
not all. 
Little Miss Topknot, whom we all 
know aud respect, was present at the busking; 
she has her roost in the barn and was kept 
awake nearly all the evening by tho light and 
noise. 
Yesterday as she was taking a walk 
by herself she came suddeuly around in iront 
of the wood-house, and a most heart-rending 
sight met her eyes—the ghastly heads of the 
two gray turkey hens lying half hidden among 
the burdocks; she would have fainted on the 
spot if Ponto had not coine round the corner 
in full chaso after a strange cat, and caused 
her to Uy up oil the garden gate. 
We missed 
them from our ranks this morning, and their 
gray heads lie among the weeds, the sport of 
any idle kitten or vagabond cur that might 
chance to pass.”

P r o b a b i l i t y o f a S e v e re S e n te n c e . 


N ew York, Nov. 19.—The Tweed jury have 
brought in a verdic. of guilty on all*the counts. 
At IO o'clock this morning the jury came into 
court and a?ked for further instructions on the 
fourth count 
Judge Davis explained the 
charge to bo misconduct in place of trust by 
certifying lo those warrants which he was 
bound to audit, and reviewed evidence Iii sup­ 
port of the allegation in chiefly certificates of 
audit by defendant, aud a sum of over a mil­ 
lion passing from the proceeds of warrants to 
his account, and drawn from the bank from 
May to September. After ten minutes' absence 
the jury returned with a verdict of guilty on 
all the counts. 
The defence took exception 
to any verdict expect a general verdict on all 
the counts. 
The JuJgp, on discharging the jury, thanked 
them for the attention given to the case. The 
Foreman, on tho part of toe Jury, returned 
thanks to the court for the kindness shown 
them sinew they were kept together, and to 
each of the officers having them in charge, 
for the delicate manner in which they i n ­ 
formed the disagreeable duty. 
Mr. Graham then moved an arrest of judy- 
meld on the ground of u want of jurisdiction, 
and also that the act of 1870, creating the 
Commission of Audit, was repealed by the act 
of 1873. 
The coart replied that It would be t 
useless waste of time to argue, he was so con 
vinced in mind on (be points. 
Mr. Graham 
replied that this answer was aa unnecessary 
wounding of the feelings of coansal to say 
that argument on points he raised would be 
an unnecessary waste of time.

Mr. Graham urged that, considering the fal­ 
libility of human judgment, there ought to he 
a delay to hear arguments on want of juris­ 
diction and on repeal cf the law of 1870 by the 
law of 1873. 
Judge Davis said lie was so sat­ 
isfied on these poiuts that H ey ought to be 
beard by another Judge. 
Mr. Graham said the points were grave and 
allowed by the Court to be grave. 
Delay in 
such case would be creditable to the Judge, 
inasmuch as it might turn oui if no delay was 
granted that punishment

But bow 
is be when measured around the stomach T His 
tailor would doubtless say that he measures 
fully up to the dimension i of a man in that 
direction also. A white tape line could not 
lie, although a red-tape line might. Yes; the 
great Tweed is a man—a big man, a strong 
man, with an immense power of absorption 
and very little power to sweat. Graham knew 
him “ in his sunshine,” and many a capital 
time they had together, may be. As to bis 
“ emerging,” &c., possibly ho may do even 
that, and if he doe3, 
“ Oh what difference there will bo 
’TwUt Tweed-ieduin and Tweed-ledeo."

The jury iu the Tweed caso have brought in 
a verdict of guilty on all tho two bu ndred and 
four counts in the big indictment. Counsel 
for the prosecution will ask a separate term 
of imprisonment on each count. Should the

the result will be ati incarceration of ono hun­ 
dred and two years. Ho had as well go in for 
life. In the interest of morality, honesty and 
common deceucy we rejoice in this verdict. It 
goes far toward redeeming the maligned jury 
system and shows that justice may be done in 
this world yet against powerful malefactors.

When a country gets rich enough to have some 
surplus capital, that capital will naturally 
seek investment somewhere; generally iu the 
direction of internal works of improvement, 
such as canals,railroads and so on. The shares 
in these various improvements will have differ­ 
ent values as the improvements themselves may 
be more or less prosperous. Besides men in 
business will have different opinions about 
their present or prospective woitb, just a3 
grocers bave about the course coffees and teas 
are going to take in the near or distant futnre. 
So they buy or sell as their judgment of the 
market may suggest. As to lhe existeuce of 
au organized Board devoted to busiuess of this 
kind it is a uecessity of the conditions of the 
business itself. 
No man would invest his 
money in a railroad unless he saw his way 
clear to getting it out again should he find 
some better opening for its use. This is the 
function of the Exchange. No more honorable 
or completely orginized'body of men exists. 
Shysters and bumbog3 bang around it,as they 
do around every decent thing in the world, 
aftd prey upon its good name and lie about 
having its authority, but a very small minori­ 
ty of the one thousand men belonging to the 
New York Stock Exchange deserve the charge 
of the slightest busiuess dishonesty, to say 
nothing of the deeper stain of gambling.— 
Take away from trade the exchange of stocks 
and we couldn’t build an additional mile of 
railroad in America. How we abuse terms, 
sometimes.

Cuba the pledges which it is conceded she will 
be ready to give as in the directiou of repara­ 
tion and satisfaction. Now, if common sense 
is to bave any hand in deciding this matter as 
against all the complicated theories about it 
growing out of international law and tho at­ 
tempt to apply precedente, then It would seem 
as though we had no cause of war at all, In 
conjunction with Spain, against her recusant 
and troublesome representatives in Cuba. If 
the Castelar cabinet does nol defend or apolo­ 
gize Tor the conduct of her insular officials, 
thou what quarrel can arise between us? 
Manifestly none. If the Madrid government 
makes all the concessions we can demand in 
the case but lias not streugth to enforce them 
in our favor, tben what fault can it find with 
ua for looking after onr own future safety and 
exacting through naval and military arma­ 
ments such reprisals as the law of nations jus­ 
tifies for the offence which has been committ­ 
ed? Manifestly none. But, further, in case 
Spain does not dare to allow without objection 
our interference by violence in Cuba on ac­ 
count of the danger involved that she may 
lose possession of the island altogether, then, 
and not sooner, we shall bave clear and direct 
canse of difference with the Spanish home gov­ 
ernment. We must wait for the determina­ 
tion of these issues with the patience and dig­ 
nity which should always mark the counsels 
of a great people.

TW EED FOUND G U ILTY. 
T H E BOSS JUG G ED . 
P ro b a b ility of a Severe Sentence. 
N ew Y ork, Nov. 19.—Tbe Tweed jury have 
brought in a verdic; of guilty on all*the counts. 
At 10 o’clock this morning the jury came into 
court and asked for further instructions on the 
fourth count. 
Judge Davis explained the 
charge to be misconduct in place of trust by 
certifying to those warrants which he was 
bound to audit, and reviewed evidence iu sup­ 
port of the’ allegation in chiefly certificates of 
audit by defendant, aud a sum of over a mil­ 
lion passing from the proceeds of warrants to 
his account, and drawn from the bank from 
May to September. After ten minutes’ absence 
the jury returned with a verdict of guilty on 
all the counts. The defence took exception 
to any verdict expect a general verdict on all 
the counts. 
The Judge, on discharging the jury, thanked 
them for the attention given to the case. The 
Foreman, on the part of tbe jury, returned 
thanks to the courl for the kindness shown 
them since they were kept together, and to 
each of the officers having them in charge, 
for the delicate manner in which they per­ 
formed the disagreeable duty. 
Mr. Graham tben moved an arrest of judg­ 
ment on the ground of a want of jurisdiction, 
and also that the act of 1870, creating the 
Commission of Audit, was repealed by the act 
of 1873. Tbe court replied that it would be a 
useless waste of time to arguo, lie was so con 
vinced in mind on the points. Mr. Graham 
replied that this answer was an unnecessary 
wounding oí the feelings of counsel to say 
that argument on points he raised would be 
au unnecessary waste of time. 
Judge Davis said be had no such intention, 
but simply that h¡3 mind was made up on 
these points. Mr. Graham said tfie answers 
by counsel for the prosecution to the points 
raised by the defeuse, all through, were hu­ 
miliating, calling them trifling. 
Mr. Graham urged that, cousidering the fal­ 
libility of human judgment, there ought to he 
a delay to hear arguments ou want of juriB' 
diction and on repeal ot the law of 1870 by the 
law of 1873. Judge Davis said he was so sat­ 
isfied on these points that they ought to be 
heard by another Judge. 
Mr. Graham said tho polut3 wore grave and 
allowed by the Court to be grave. Delay in 
such case would be creditablo to the Judge, 
inasmach as it might turn out if no delay was 
granted that punishment oí a degrading 
character had been inflicted which ought not 
to be inflicted on a man who once stood so 
high in the community. For his part be could 
never look on a fallen foe except with pity. 
Judge Davis said he would hear argument 
to-morrow. 
Mr. Bartlett said Mr. Graham ceulú not be 
ready,having had only two hours’ sleep out of 
the last eighty. 
The Judge said he would hear it on Friday. 
Mr. Tremain could be here on Friday. 
District Attorney Phelps announced that he 
would move tbe Iugersoll case for trial on 
Monday. 
The argument was then fixed for Saturday. 
Assistant District Attorney Allen then asked 
that the prisoner stand committed in tho 
meantime by order of tbe Court. 
Judge— Yes. Sheriff, take Tweed into 
custody. 
Mr. Tremain here gave notice that iu mov­ 
ing for judgment the counsel for the govern­ 
ment would ask that a separate term of im­ 
prisonment be named on eachjone of the couuts 
on which he was convicted, under different 
claims, making fifty-five distinct claims and 
two hundred aud four counts. 
The prisoner was removed in custody of the 
Sherifl and the court adjourned.

—Dora Tarbett of Albany has been com­ 
mitted on the chatre of selling liquor without 
a United States license. 
—Ell Nickerson was hurt about tbe head at 
West Albany on Sunday night, by the break­ 
ing in two of a freight train. 
Tbe temporal 
artery was severed. 
—Patrick Spellac.v and Jam es While have 
been awarded the contract for constructing a 
bridge for the New York Central & Hudson 
River Railroad Company at West Albany, and 
for building a sewer from the present bridge 
to a point below Black Rock. 
—Mary A. Downing, widow of the iate 
Major A. Downing of Columbia county, re­ 
covered a verdict against George M. Martin, a 
New York broker, for $5,000 and costs, the 
charge being that Martin had swindled her 
out of a $5,000 policy on her husband’s life. 
—Quinn & Nolan of Albany have purchased 
40,000 bushels of Canada malt from Thomas 
McCredie. 
This is said to be the largest pur­ 
chase by one firm ever made lu the United 
States. 
Quinn & Nolan Is the firm for which 
John Maxwell of this city is agent. 
—Tho closing of the river this season has 
been prophesied by some to be early, but Old 
Probabilities has recently said that this was to 
b ean “ opeu winter." 
Boatmen are anxious 
for navigation to remain open a3 long as pos­ 
sible, but owners say unless business should 
be bottor many boats will leave the river be­ 
fore its close. 
—Tho New York Central <fc Hudson River 
Railroad have issued orders that work in all 
the shops bo reduced to eight hours per da)’, 
the men working from 8 A. M. to 12 M., and 
from 12:30 to 4:30 P. M.; and that track la­ 
borers be paid $1.55 per day; that the pay of 
freight conductors and brakesmen be reduced 
5 per cent.; that engineers and firemen be al­ 
lowed present rates per day or trip, while on 
duty, but to have no allowance while oil duty. 
—Tbe Corning Works, at Troy, shut down 
on Monday for the winter, aud 500 men were 
thrown out of employment, owing to the ob­ 
stinacy of eight meu, who had refused to sub­ 
mit to the usual reduction. 
The coal and 
wood had been put in the furnaces of the 
Star Forge, and everything was in readiness 
to light up the fires and resume operations, 
when the engine and boiler tenders refused to 
work for less than $1.02.} per day.
